Newport, Ind.. May 5. — -A powder 
mill owned by the Northwestern Pow- 
der Co., three miles from Newport, 
was blown up Wednesday. Four men 
were killed outright and two were in- 
jured. 

The dead are: Desota Briggs, Al- 

bert Mayhew, George Mayhew and 
Henry Griffin.. 

The injured: Quincy Foster and M. 

I. Taylor. 

Ten thousand pounds of powder ex- 
ploded and the bodies of Briggs and 
Griffin were blown into such small 
pieces that they could not be picked 
up. The other bodies were not badly 
mangled. The injured men will re- 
cover. 

The mill was two frame buildings, 
situated in a hollow about one-half 
mile long. One building was known 
as the Glaze mill, where the explosicn 
occurred, and the fire spread to the 
Corning mill. The loss was $7,000.

Movement Against the American 
Eridge Co. H2s Eeen Ordered 
by Pittsburg Unions.

New York, May 5. — All the large 
ship yards in the Metropolitan districc, 
except that of the Boston Dry Dock 
Co., in Brooklyn, and the yard of Tic- 
jen & Lang, in Hoboken, are tied up 
as the result of a strike of the Broth- 
erhood of Boilermakers and Iron Ship- 
biulders of the United States and Can- 
ada. Five thousand boilermakers are 
involved and workmen of other trades 
may be affected. John McNeil, of Kan- 
sas City, international president of the 
boilermakers, authorized the strike. 
The organization is said, to have $250,- 
000 in its relief fund and the 12 local 
lodges are also well supplied with mon- 
ey. Beginning Wednesday married 
men will be paid $7 a week and single 
men $5 a week, out of the strike fund. 
Preparations have been made for a 
long struggle. 

The yards and shops affected a^e 
those whose officers are members of 
the New York Metal Trades’ associa- 
tion, which body Tuesday refused to 
grant the boilermakers’ demand for 
the closed shop and the admission of 
walking delegates to all shops and 
jobs. 

In the yards of the Morris Heights 
Shipbuilding Co., at Morris Heights, 
300 men who had been employed in 
building two torpedo boats for the 
government, quit work. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 5. — A strike 
which is expected to extend to an in- 
ternational movement against the Am- 
erican Bridge Co. was ordered Wed- 
nesday by the local union of Struc- 
tural Iron Workers and Bridgemen and 
over 600 men in this district will go 
out. 

The strike is called because the 
union claims 35 non-union men were 
put to work last Tuesday erecting a 
bridge for the Buffalo, Rochester & 
Pittsburg road at Coral, Pa. This ac- 
tion, it is claimed, is a violation of the 
agreement to employ none but union 
men. President Frank Buchanan noti- 
fied the local union officials here Wed- 
nesday that the bridge company refus- 
ed to rectify the matter and said the 
executive board would meet immedi- 
ately and issue a strike order against 
the American Bridge Co. The order 
will affect all work being done by the 
company throughout the United States 
and Canada. 

Chicago, May 5. — Fifty thousand 
workmen employed in the building 
trades in Chicago will be thrown out 
of work within 48 hours, according to 
the statement of the officials of the 
Association of Manufacturers and Deal- 
ers in Building Materials unless a 
speedy settlement is reached between 
the stone, lime and cement workers 
and street workers and their employ- 
ers. Nearly 1,000 teamsters hauling 
building and street work material were 
locked out Wednesday because the 
union had called a strike in two cases, 
and work on a number of buildings 
was stopped because the supply of 
building material had been exhausted.

Berlin, May 5. — A decision of the 
imperial supreme court forbids the use 
of the title “doctor” when granted in 
the United States or the designation

able competition in business as Amer- 
ican dental schools are not state in- 
stitutions. It is probable that the de- 
cision will not seriously affect Ameri- 
can dentists with American names.

The Friction Between Mexico and Tex* 
as May Be Investigated. 



Washington, May 5. — The only in- 
formation the department of state has 
touching the reported friction between 
Mexico and the state of Texas over the 
question of cattle quarantine is con- 
tained in a short telegram from United 
States Consul General Hanna, at Mon- 
terey, saying that Texas has threat- 
ened a quarantine against Mexican 
cattle, that the Mexican cattle are 
free from disease and that the pro- 
posed action might lead to retaliation. 
The matter may involve an interesting 
question as to the supremacy of stale 
and national quarantine laws. The d‘> 
partment of agriculture, through the 
bureau of animal industry, probably 
will take part in the investigation like- 
ly to be made.

The crews of the Japanese fireships 
which were sunk Tuesda 5 r morning 
while attempting to block the channel 
tried to save themselves by boats in 
w hich they put out to sea. A majority 
of them were killed by the Russian 
machine guns and rifles. Some of the 
survivors were picked up. At day- 
break a number of Japanese were seen 
clinging to the masts and funnels of 
the sunken vessels, and these were 
rescued by the Russians. 

London, May 5. — The opinion gains 
ground here that the Japanese have at 
last effectually blocked Port Arthur, 
No official Japanese report on the sub- 
ject has yet been received, but the 
Fokio correspondents are very posi- 
tive regarding the matter and describe 
the termination with which the enter- 
prise was undertaken. 

The Telegraph’s correspondent de- 
clares that the entranc to Port Arthur 
is “absolutly sealed,” and adds that 
the Japanese fleet in effecting its pur- 
pose steamed into the entrance at full 
speed and that the naval officers who 
made the two previous attempts beg- 
ged permission to carry out the next 
attack by daylight, that being easier, 
and their request was granted. 

“So determined were they to suc- 
ceed,” adds the correspondent, “that 
they decided if necessary to lose hall 
their men. The number of casualties 
sustained by the Japanese has not yet 
been announced.” 

In favor of the supposition of Jap- 
anese success in blocking Port Ar- 
thur, it is pointed out that the previ- 
ous attempts had left the channel so 
naiTow that a couple of vessels sunk 
in the fairway would probably suffice 
to seal up the entrance, while there is 
a noticeable evasion and half hearted- 
ness in the Russian denials of the 
enemy’s success.

May 3.— The interest 
of the public in the news of the fight- 
ing on the Yalu is at fever heat, and 
especially since the last official report 
which announced the fighting at Chin 
Cow was given the general disappoint- 
ment, no further telegrams from Gen. 
Kuropatkin have been published by the 
war commission nor will the censor 
pass press dispatches wired from the 
front. 

A press representative has obtained 
from the general staff an outline of the 
operations on the Yalu river during 
the past week. The Russian forces, 
including the reserves, was composed 
of Gen. Kashtalinaky’s rifle division, 
Gen. Mistchenke’s Cossack outposts 
and a brigade of artillery, the whole 
under Gen. Sassulitch. 

The Japanese forces, the staff be- 
lieves, approximates a hundred thou- 
sand men, of which four divisions, 13 
battalions and 5G guns were in action. 
The Japanese prepared for crossing 
the river by posting all their available 
guns, of which the Russians say the 
Japanese had five times more than 
they had, along the line facing Kulien 
Cheng and Antung, and also landed 
from their warships 47 guns.

JAPANESE INFANTRY IN ACTION 



ien Cheng untenable. Under cover of 
powerful batteries north of Sindiagow, 

! the Japanese crossed to Housan, occu- 
pying the height. The latter would 
have enabled them to direct a raking 
fire against the Russians at Kalien 
Cheng, Gen, Sassulitch ordered it to 
be retaken Friday. This was done, 
but on Saturday the Japanese, under 
cover of a battery, recaptured it, the 
defenders falling back across the Lit- 
zavena and continuing the fight' with 
the Japanese, who were attempting to 
flank them from Chin Cow. The Rus- 
I sian force at Antung and Kulien Cheng 
j had meanwhile, retreated to its second 
J line, a few miles westward. The 
j whole Russian force engaged Sunday 
formed a semi-circle, the horn of 
! which was being gradually drawn in 
I preparatory to retiring to a position 
further west. This was the situation 
when the last Russian official represen- 
tative was sent 

St. Petersburg, May 4. — In a report 
received by the emperor from Gen. 
Kuropatkin, under Tuesday’s date, it 
is stated that at least from 3,000 to 4,- 
, 000 men were killed in the Yalu river 
' fight. 

Port Arthur, May 4. — (Censored). — 
Anoth er^ paval battle is in progress at 
this writing with the result in doubt. 
The combined Japanese fleet, under 
! command of Adm. Togo, appeared off 
Port Arthur at dawn Tuesday morn- 
! ing and at once engaged the Russian 
forts and warships in the inner har- 
bor. Thirty Japanese have been ta- 
ken prisoners. 

At 1 o’clock Tuesday morning five 
Japanese torpedo boats were sighted 
and the Russian land batteries and the 
gunboat Gilialc and the coast defense 
vessels Gremishihi and Otvashni open- 
ed fire and compelled them to retire. 
Immediately afterwards other Japan- 
ese ships were sighted on the horizon. 
They were headed by a fireship, 
which was sunk near the entrance of 
the harbor at 1:20 a. m. 

After an interval of 25 minutes tw'* 
more fireships came on and were sent 
to the bottom. 

At 2:25 four more fireships ap- 
proached. Three cf these blew up on 
i ;>ur mine. Two of these sank immedi- 
ately’ and the other two fireships were 
sunk by the batteries and warships. 

The protected cruiser Askold partici- 
pated in the firing. 

Fifteen minutes later three more 
i fireships arrived. One of them blew’ 
j up on a mine, the second vessel was 
wrecked on the shore and the third 
j was sunk by the Russian shells. 



There is no confirmation here of the 
Paris rumors that an engagement be- 
tween Russian and Japanese squad- 
rons had taken place off Vladivostok, 
and St. Petersburg knows nothing o£ 
the rumored capture of New Chwang. 
It is reported that the Japanese ad- 
vanced to within 18 miles of Feng 
Wang Cheng and that another engage- 
ment is expected almost immediately. 

Reports have been received here 
that the Japanese captured a quantity 
of railroad material after Sunday's 
battle. This is supposed to indicate 
that tfte Russians had made great pro- 
gress with the railroad from the main 
Manchurian line to the Yalu. If this is 
so, it would be a simple matter for tne 
Japanese to repair this line, which 
would materially assist them in their 
advance through a difficult country. 

The Standard’s Tien-Tsin corre- 
spondent says he is convinced that the 
Russian position in Southern Manchu- 
ria is exceedingly weak in conse- 
quence of the enormous number of 
men detained to guard the railway 
and to obtain provisions. He believes 
that the forces at Hai Cheng and Liao 
Yang are greatly over estimated. The 
camps, he says, are numerous, but 
there are few men in them. There are 
several fortifications in the hills be- 
tween Feng Fang Cheng and Hai 
Cheng, but the line of communication 
is weak and straggling. 

Berlin, May 5. — The newspapers 
have largely given up their disposition 
to belittle the Japanese victory on thd 
Yalu. The first observations of the 
political editors are now followed by 
articles from military critics, one of 
whom declares that the loss of half the 
Russian artillery “spells defeat Sans 
Phrase.” This writer pronounces the 
Japanese action to have been magnifi- 
cent while all the critics emphasize 
the moral effect of the victory.

Report on the Cfliise of the Ex- 
plosion on the Missouri. 



It is Blamed on Smokeless Powder- 
An Unexpected Ignition of the 
Two Sections of the Charge 
in the Gun. 



Early Amber Sugar Cane and 
German Millet Seed. 



Washington, May 4. — By order of 
Mr. Darling, acting secretary of the 
navy, the full findings and opinion of 
the court of inquiry which investi- 
gated the accident of April 13 on board 
the battleship Missouri were made pub- 
lic at the navy department Tuesday 
with the announcement that action by 
the department was postponed pending 
careful consideration of the findings 
by Rr. Adm. George A. Converse, chief 
of the bureau of ordnance, who will 
make a full report on them. Textu- 
ally the finding of the court reads: 

“That the cause of said accident was 
the unexpected ignition of the two sec- 
tions of the charge of smokeless pow- 
der, then in the gun, by what is term- 
ed throughout the proceedings a ‘Flare 
back,’ a flame resulting from the igni- 
tion, in some manner not yet known, 
of residual gases attendant upon the 
combustion of the smokeless powder 
now in use. 

“That the flame from these sections 
ignited the two other sections then in 
the ammunition car and that a shower 
of burning powder grains from those 
sections in the turret was projected 
down the open trunk which connects 
the turret with the 12-inch handling 
room, igniting there eight other sec- 
tions of the smokeless powder, two 
charges of which had been taken out 
of the magazines and were in that 
place. That said accident in said ves- 
sel was on occasion named, in no re- 
spect due to fault or negligence on the 
part of any of the officers or members 
of the crew of said vessel. 

* “The court further finds that 
every officer and manMn said vessel 
did his whole duty and-in circum- 
stances probably the most trying that 
can come to men afloat.” 

Rr. Adm. Barker, commander-in- 
chief of the North Atlantic fleet, in his 
review of the findings, declares that 
the navy- has a smokeless powder “the 
properties of which have not been 
fully understood either by those using 
it on board our ships or by those who 
make and issue it for service.” 

“Rapid firing,” he continued, “has 
brought to light some “of these hith- 
erto unknown or dimly perceived prop- 
erties, but an exhaustive investigation 
in laboratory and in experimental fir- 
ing on shore is still needed.” 

Adm. Barker says in the bravery 
displayed by the officers and men of 
the Missouri: 

“The disaster was appalling, but it 
developed heroes. History records no 
more heroic act than that of Monsson, 
who crawled through a hole into the 
burning magazine to put out the 
flames. He calls attention to those 
points brought out in the testimony: 

“1. Exhaustive inquiry as to the na-. 
ture of the gases given off by smoke- 
less powder which remain in the gun 
or cartridge cases and whether or not 
these gases can be prevented. 

“2. Whether it be possible to ‘ar- 
range the interior of turrets so as to 
separate one gun from another, but 
both from the handling rooms, making 
accidents from exploding shell or burn- 
ing powder improbable if not impos- 
sible.”
